Chemical weed control is a rela 


live new practice which is cre- 
ating much interest among short 
cotton farmers. The information 
presented was secured during the 
lust four years primarily through 
research at the University of Ark- 
ansas Experiment Station at Mari- 
anna. 


Chemical weed control is a high- 


ly specialized operation and farm- 
ers must prepare themselves in 
advance with full information on 
materials, equipment, and "Know 
How." 
When the chemical weed 


control method is going to be used 
it ib necessary to plan for it from 
the beginning—before the land is 
ev.ui prepared. 


A new publication of the Univer- 


sity of Arkansas Extension 
Ser- 


vice- "Chemical Weed Control in 
Cotton Production" is now avail- 
able at the County Agent, Oliver 
L. Adams, office in the courthouse. 
The publication deals with seedbed 
preparation, fertilization, planting, 
equipment and materials. 
There 


are two types of materials, pre- 
emergence 
and 
post-emergence. 


The pre-emergence, as the name 
implies, is applied before cotton 
comes up while the post-emergence 
is applied after the cotton has come
